COOKING SCHOOL 


TEACHES ECONOMY 


FOR HOUSEWIVES 


(By Mrs. Abbie Helms.) 
Economy of not only food materials, 
but of the 'strength and Ume of ..wom- 
anhood a's well, was urged by Mrs. Mc- 
Koin before the 
audience gathered 
at the cooking school yesterday after- 
noon. 
"Efficiency was the watchword 


of the times," she said, "and to he effi- 
cient, women must maker* bu«iness 
of housekeeping." She said thatjr-om- 
en should not only plan-their meals 
for the day ahead, 
but they should 
plan them for more than one day, so 
that "materials could aU be utilized 
and that variety could In. that. w.ay be 
secured. 
For instance, in the menu 
yesterday, she served stuffed baked 
onions. To utilize the centers which 
had been removed from 'the onions, 
she suggested -their being incorpor- 
ated jnto a sauce for meats or being 
/used as a flavoring in Spanish rice or 
spaghetti, rather than 
belngj • served

drippings, with which to grease the 
roast beef before it was pJacecVin the 
oven no bake.

She cited many ways in which this fat 
could be used in 'dressings, in' spice 
cakes and gingerbreads, -and in maby 
places to. substitute for butter. , 
She also urged the saving ot every 
hit of 'bread, as wheat Is stress'entinl 
just now Ho the country's 
welfare. 
Crusts and odd bits of bread which ac- 
cumulate from time -toNtime, should be 
placed in a clean receptacle, and when- 
there is enough 'to make it : worth 
while, they should be placed in, a pan 
and run- into <a warm oven until thor- 
oughly dried. After codling they can 
be ground through- the meat grinder 
and .stored in a can in a dry place, 
when they are ready for use in'dress- 
ings, scalloped dishes, pancakes, pud- 
dings, etc. ^ Mrs. McKoin also^advo- 
cates economy'by using the simpler 
(foods and having them served more 
attractively. While "frils.'^sbe-says, 
may not add to the food value of'the 
menu, yet they -do add immeasurably 
to the enjoyment of a meal. Not ths

munication came into Luther's hands, 
he -burnt it. Frederick the Wise, who 
ruled the little- country in which Luther 
lived, would not yield him to the, Pope 
or execute a ban egainst him himself. 
So Luther continued to live and work 
and make trouble for the Pope. 


The Emperor and the Pope were po- 


litical opponents. The Emperor was 
the supreme lord of the Empire. The 
Pope's claims were even higher. Each 


I sought to- gain adherents against the 
| other. Charles could not afford to lose 


the favor of Frederick by insisting on 
the execution of the sentenCS against 
Luther. He might be able to bring 
strong pressure on the Pope through 
him, and so he determined to hear Lu- 
ther himself at the Diet. 


The Summons reached Luther just 


before Easter, and ne came to the Diet 
immediately after that Festival. All 
the way he was greeted by throngs of 
admiring people. Though he hud a 
safe conduct, guaranteeing him protec- 
tion until he should return, many 
feared he would be assassinated In 
Worms. But he went bravely on say- 
ing, "If there were as many devils in 
W«nns as there are tiles on the roofs 
I would have no fear."
